'■".MlhuLiijh it wa.= in.,^n p.m. when 
we arrived we could not allow tliein 
to go home without having a few 
words witii them. 

"The crowds during the Campaign 
were splendid. They filled the open- 
air s)iaces, crowded houses, wall,^;. 
and even trees in their desire to lis- 
ten to us and there was not the 
least sign of antagoiii:;in ailywiicrc. 
Al one place, so great was the crush 
that again and again we had to ex- 
tricate little children or tlicy would 
havt been trampled upon. 



"The indoor Mecting.s ^vcrc suc- 
cessful occasions. -In the three 
places visited,' the TTalls, holding 100 
or more, were filled with nur own 
coiiveri.s. The Mceiii)g.s with our 
own people were a special feature 
of the tour. 

"The converts arc as babes in 
Christ and need miicli encouragment 
and nourisliinent and we are glad of 
llic opportunity to minister to them. 
The public Jlcctings were packed 
occasions in each place. In one Hall, 
holding l.iO people, there were 2.i0 
people wedged in somehow. The 
audience remained to the end. listin- 
ing with rapt attention to what was 
said. 

"Here in China, the people do not 
rush nut to the ]ieniteiit form. .\1 
first tiiey are restrained by a mix- 
lurr of dVil^c spiritual ignorance and 
superstitious fear. The light gradu- 
ally breaks in, and dispels the form- 
er, and close acquaintance disarms 
their fears. In a greater part of the 
district visited our work is quite 
new. The people are liegiiiiiing to 
understand ns. There were a number 
at the mercy seat in two places. Re- 
cruits were received at another 
centre and Soldiers were sworii-in 
and Local Officers were ap])oiiitcd 
during the Campaign. The work is

Mrs. Adju- 
tant Harhonr brought her round to 
the .Mctro[)olc, where she immedi- 
ately showed her delight at obtain- 
ing'a comfortalilc bed and ijrotec- 
tion. She is now doing daily work 
and is getting on nicely.
